Their 


purpose Is to narrow the channel of 
the Father of Waters so as to main- 
tain a depth of six feet throughout 
the length of the upper Mississippi at 
low-water stage. 
In other words, 


these dams form a straight Jacket by 
which It is hoped to put the great 
waterway 
In navigable shape 
for 


freight-carrying 
boats, 
which 
have 


been virtually unknown on the npper 
river for ten years and more. 


Making the River Navigable. 


For half a century and more govern- 


ment engineers have been "disciplin- 
ing", the Mississippi In the days be- 
fore the Civil war, Robert B. Lee was 
assigned by the War department to do 
engineering work on the river. 
The 


real improvement work, however, be- 
gan back In 1878, when the govern- 
ment sought to establish and maintain 
a minimum channel depth of 44 feet. 
In those years, in ordinary seasons, a 
freighter could come all the way up 
the river to the Twin Cities. But In 
Borne years the stage of water ranged 
down to less than three feet, making 
It impossible for the larger boats to 
get above Winona, Minn., thus inter- 
fering greatly with regular river traf- 
fic. 
It was to correct this fault and 


make the river navigable every year 
from St. Louis to the Twin Cities that 
the Improvement work was Inaugurat- 
ed and maintained. To dnte something 
like 133,000,000 has been spent, and 
while the army engineers make a 
claim of substantial results, there Is 
yet much work to be done before the 
project Is complete. 


The present project was started In 


1907 and at the close of the last fiscal 
y0ir it was estimated that $13,900,000 
had been expended on it. -The work at 
that time was about 53 per cent com- 
plete. 


The engineering theory of the project 


Is quite simple. The Mississippi is ft 
widening, more or less intractable 
stream that spreads Itself out over 
the entire river bed. This Is done at 
the expense of the main channel 
through which the boats must travel. 
To curb this wanderlust on the part 
of the Mississippi, the government en- 
gineers are building this system of 
dams on both sides throughout Its 
coursei They serve to discourage the 
river from spreading Its wntert over 
the wide valley and by contracting 
the stream within narrower limits the 
flanr! help in washing .out the main 
channel and ranking It1 deeper. 
The 


engineers aim to provide a channel 
ranging from 300 feet wide at the up-' 
per end to-1,400 feet at the mouth of 
the Missouri. 


River Solidifies the Sandf. 


Dnms are made of brush and stones, 


the brush to divert the water and the 
rocks to hold the brush In pln.ce. The 
longer the dams stand the firmer and 
more impenetrable they become. At 
first the river spreads out between two 
of the new clams, finds itsolf ob- 
structed, and recedes, depositing sanfl 
between the dura*. 
As this process 


keeps up eventually n new river hank 
is built up, vegetation appears and 
nothing short of a flood will drive the 
river up over the new bnnl;." 


At some points along the river the 


engineers flnrl it advisable to rlprnp 
t)>e bank=i with brush and stone to 
prevent thpm washing out nnd at other 
points, \\hpro the stream has wan- 
dered off into a slough, closlns dams 
have been constructed, blocking the 
river from such forays. 
All of this 


work tends to throw the main linrty of 
water Into n narrower, deeper chan- 
nel with the ultimate aim of providing 
a navigable waterway throughout the 
season to the head of navigation, the 
Twin Cities. 


This goal Is In sight. For the first 


time In years a barge carrying a car- 
go of freight from St. Louis and other 
down river points reached the Twin 
Cities this spring. There are three or 
four other binfes in this fleet, and the 
company operating them hopes to 
maintain a regular whedule througV 
ont the season. How well they will 
meceed Is a question. All the rivers 
•nd ttr*am« in this section are low 
this year and will be yet lower before 
toe summer l» over, wben the spring 
fn»het« and nln* have spent thws-

Ford Plant to U»e River. 


A recent factor in the revival of this 


river traffic is Henry Ford. He is now 
constructing a $10,000,000 manufac- 
turing and distributing'*plant. at St. 
Paul. It standfl on the banks ot the 
Mississippi and his engineers have In- 
dicated that they propose to utilize 
the river to the fullest practicable ex- 
tent 
in transporting materials and 


products to and from the St. Paul 
plant. 


After the enforced winter layoff. 


government crews have resumed their 
work of "straltjacketins" the upper 
Mississippi. 
Crews with dredges are 


working out of St. Paul and Rock Is- 
land. There is a stretch of about C<55 
miles between the head of navigation 
at St. Louis, and the progress of the 
work depends largely on the appro- 
priations made each year by congress. 
It Is eipecte'd that all funds now avail- 
able will be exhausted by June 30, 
1024, and an appropriation of $1,500,- 
000 is now being sought to carry on 
work for the next fiscal year. It Is 
estimated that the amount of money 
needed to complete the project is 511,- 
703,<XXX 


ThigVork applies only to the upper 


Mississippi, that Is. between the Twin 
Cities and St. Louis. From St. Louis 
on down another and greater project is 
under way. When both are completed, 
which will not be for some years to 
corae, there win be a commercial wa- 
terway. approximately 1,900 miles In 
length. The upper portion of this wa- 
terway is navigable about eight months 
of the year. 
And some river enthu- 


siasts hope to see the time when Lake 
Superior will be connected by water 
with the Gulf of Mexico, 2,000 miles 
to the south.—New York Times. 


Save California Forest* 


of Redwood to Posterity 


San Francisco.—Kedwood trees with 


a value of approximately 51,000000 
have been saved for all time in cen- 
tral and northern California through 
tbe efforts of tbe Save-the-Redwoods 
league. 


The league was organized less than 


four years ago. Individuals and lum- 
ber companies have donated lands val- 
ued at $500,000 to the movement. The 
state, Humboldt county and citizens 
have contributed $475,000 In money to 
the movement for purchasing other 
lands.

CARE AND ATTENTION 


FOR HOME ORCHARDS 


(By R. F. PAYNE, Extension Horticul- 


turist. North Carolina. Agricultural 
College.) 
Abundance of moisture in the spring 


;;nj early summer is essential to the 
production of a maximum crop of fruit 
and the setting of sufficient fruit buds 
for next year's crop. Early plowing 
and frequent working with a smooth- 
Ing harrow will conserve a large 
amount of moisture when most needed 
by the tree. 


Every orchard should be plowed 


once each Reason, unless it is too hilly 
land where there is danger from wash- 
ing; then alternate row cultivation 
should be practiced If possible. This 
means that every other row of trees la 
cultivated and the alternate row's arc 
left In sod. The rows in cultivation 
should be seeded down each year and 
the alternate row should be put under 
cultivation the n«t year. Only apples 
and pears should ever be put in sod. 


Where the land will not wash and 


no cover crop is being grown, the an- 
nual plowing may be dons any time 
(luring the winter that soil condition* 
will permit. Plowing should be de- 
ferred until late in the spring if a cor- 
er crop is being grown, In order to 
let it make "as much' growth as possi- 
ble. The orchard should be plowed 
early enough to get the benflt of the 
late spring rains. The cover crop 
should not be allowed to head, as tills 
will rob the trees of needed moisture. 


Where annual plowing is practiced 


the soil should be turned eight 'to ten 
inches deep, and plowed crosswise ev- 
ery other time to break the ground 
between the rows. If annual plowing 
has not been practiced, it is not ad- 
visable to plow so deep, as it will 
injure too many of the small feeding 
roots which are near the surface. In 
such orchards tills depth should be in- 
creased about one inch each year until 
the desired depth has been reached.. 
Then It should be turned this deep an- 
nually. 


After the orchard has been plowed 


it should be disked and harrowed so 
the top will be in a fine pulverized con- 
dition. The topsoll should be stirred 
with n smoothing harrow every ten to 
fourteen days or nfter heavy rains, 
until the middle to the latter part of 
June. The harrowing should be cross- 
wise every other time. Both the plow- 
ing and harrowing should be of such 
a nature as not to leave the trees on 
a mound. 


Cure should be exercised in working 


the trees to prevent the tenm or culti- 
vating tools from skinning them, as 
best results can never be obtained 
from a bruised or damaged tree. 


These fundamental orchard opera- 


tions—plowing find harrowing—should 
not be neglected, as the trees need an 
abundance of moisture early in the 
season, and the above recommenda- 
tions will conserve it when needed 
most Plans should be made now to 
sow a green manuring crop of soy 
beans or cowpeas in the orchard at 
the last cultivation.

Insect Responsible for 


Wormy Plum and Peach 


The insect responsible for wormy 


peaches and plums is the plum cur- 
culio. The worms in peaches are the 
young grubs of this curculio. They 
belong to the same, family as die boll 
weevil. Thorough spraying, 
picking 


up and destroying drops and frequent- 
ly cultivating are the control meas- 
ure*. 


The curculio makes two 'kinds of 


punctures In the peaches, one for feed- 
ing purposes and the' other in which 
to lay Its eggs. _ J. B. Walsh, ento- 
mologist of the' Florida experiment 
station, says there are two broods of 
this weevil. The first attacks the 
peaches just after the blooming pe- 
riod, and the second Just before they 
ripen. The eggs of the Urst brood are 
laid in the young peaches which soon 
drop. The grub continues to live in 
the p««ch »nt11 Ml gro^n. when ll 
enter* the ground to go Into the pupal 
stage.

tation, as usually the Iniects do'not 
enter the ground very deeply. Cul- 
tivation will turn many of them up 
where their numerous enemies can 
find them.

lead arsenate (dissolved In lime wa- 
ter) Just as the petals Tire filling. In 
Florida, all peaches are likely to bloom 
at the same time, but they should be 
sprayed when enough blossoms have 
appeared to set a crop.

Always flndlnt tlm* for the prob- 


.joa of dlsabled'ex-servlce men In his 
state, though recognised as one of the 
busiest specialists In the country, Dr. 
William E. Lorent, Legionnaire ot 
Wfeconala, has won high esteem In 
veterans' circles. 


Doctor Loreni' work in aid of the 


World war veteran followed his serv- 
ice at the front during the World 
war. In that most dangerous of posi- 
tions, bead of a field hospital. 
A 


fleld hospital Is a sorting point for 
wounded, and Is close enough to the 
front to make It extremely precarious. It 
was there the Wisconsin man began 
to recognize what wounded men must 
face before they return to normal life 
In their own country. 


He was born In New York city In 


1882 and obtained his schooling at 
Trinity school and New York univer- 
sity. 
During his freshman year In 


college, though but sixteen years of 
age, he enlisted In the regular army 
and served In the Spanish-American 
war as a private. 
He received his de- 


gree of M. D. from New York univer- 
sity In 1903, specializing In pathology, 
nervous and mental diseases. 
In 1914 


and 1915. he served with the United 
States government as a special expert. 
Investigating pellagra In the southern 
states. 


The Wisconsin Psychiatric Institute 


was started by Doctor Lorenz In 1915, 
when he assumed the post of director 
of the institution, which has since de- 
veloped into one of the most Impor- 
tant research departments 
In 
the 


state service. This led to his appoint- 
ment as professor of nervous and 
mental diseases at the University of 
Wisconsin In 1917. 


Early In 1917 he recruited a fleld 


hospital In Madison, and received a 
commission as lieutenant, taking com- 
mand of the unit In June, and was pro- 
moted to the rank of major. 
The 


company was designated as Field Hos- 
pital 127, and was attached to the 
Thirty-second 
division. 
While 
in 


France Doctor Lorenz developed a 
special system for handling wounded,

One of the best knowtt of suck 


workers. 0. C. Carstens, director of 
the Child Welfare League of America, 
recently made this assertion In a bul- 
letin aent to members of hla organi- 
zation. The letter discusses the Le- 
flon proposal to take responsibility for 
the welfare of orphans of service man, 
an action ratified by notional accord, 


Mr. Carsten*' bulletin calls attention 


to an outline of the Legion plan which 
recently appeared In a publication of 
th« child welfare onanJxatlon.. Thta 
plan, he says Is "deserving of congrat- 
ulation and reflects the farsightedness 
of the Legion's committee. 


He particularly commends the fact 


that the Legion doee not Intend to re- 
linquish control of these children to 
anyone else, as It Is to be entirely a 
Legion responsibility. 


In suggesting methods of co-opera- 


tion for bis organization, Mr. Corstena 
wrote: 
" . . . We -would «UK?est that 


you bring cases of sen-lee men's chil- 
dren to the attention of Legion posts 
organized to consider them or to In- 
tweat Legion members. The point, 
at we see it, is not to request the 
Legion to undertake the entire care 
of the children at once, but to work 
out methods of co-operation through 
mutual effort in dealing with the ac- 
tua'l children -who need help."

hospital was receiving and treating 
patients, at this time the institution 
serving the double purpose of com- 
memorating the dead and serving those 
alive. Is almost completed, giving the 
state the lead in such provision of 
car* for the disabled by- a common- 
wealth. 


At the Wisconsin department con- 


vention of the Legion In 1623 Doctor 
Lorear was named to the post of vice 
commander, but resigned this position 
on hli appointment to the state board 
of control.

THE SKYSCRAPER CHURCH

In 1881,, when Chicago was in its 


•waddling clothes, the Methodists pur- 
chaaed a plot of giound in the down- 
town section of the town and built 
ihelr "first" church center upon it. 


By the time 1856 rolled around, the 


Increased growth made the securing 
of larger quarters an absolute neces- 
sity. In the meantime, the business 
part of the city had shaped itself 
around tbe church and the value of 
tb* chnrch property had increased at 
t tremendously rapid rate. The Meth- 
odists might have sold out at a hand- 
some pftflt. but Instead they decided 
to retain their holdings and capital- 
ized the situation by combining re- 
ligion and business after 
a new 


fashion, producing a practical novelty. 
They built a building several stories 
high, within which was a church, and 
rented the ground floor nnd all other 
•pace not used for church purposes, 
for business purposes. 


History has again repeated itself. 


The attendance of 1922 had outgrown 
the church of 1856. Their plot had 
become the center of the city's retail 
business section. So again, the Meth- 
odists enlarged their quarters and in 
duplicating their former plan on a far 
Isjger and far more grand scale, they 
produced the tallest building in Chi- 
cago, the most unusual church build- 
ing In America, and the highest 
church building in all the world.

Before it fell to Germany it knew 


no white rulers, but was governed by 
Its own laws and chiefs; tiut white In- 
fluence had Impinged upon It for many 
years. Whaling ships from New Eng- 
land ports called there and traded fire- 
arms for drinking coconuts and Island 
pigs. It was rather a poor Island 'in 
those far-off days.^ before its great 
wealth was discovered. It had no san- 
dalwood or tortoise shell; no pearls 
or beche-de-mer; not ev£n copra, for 
copra was not made In the Pacific be- 
fore 1872 and coconut oil was not an 
article of commerce. 


The Nauruans have never been can- 


nibals, hut they had the reputation of 
being savage warriors. 
A traveler 


from New Zealand who visited the Is- 
land just before the Germans took 
possession found the natives all armed 
and Involved in deadly feuds. 
He 


counted nine kinds of rifles of English 
and American make, besides several 
cannons. There were then ten white 
traders living near each other along 
the beach and some of their half-cnste 
descendants are there today. 


When Germany took over the islands 


she gave the natives a certain number 


I of clays to give up their arms. They 


generally obeyed, but a few threw 
theirs into the caves which underlie 
the Island, where they (ire found from 
time to time by exploring parties. 


Germans Taught Copra Making.

mans' credit In the Pacific: They built 
rbads and they taught the natives to 
make copra.

The German colonial government

tobacco and beer, Alaska canned sal- 
mon, 
sugar rice ami 
ship 
biscuits 


In exchange for copra. It nlso sold 
prints and thin Japanese silks for the 
Mother Hubbard dresses which the 
American missionaries taught the na- 
tive women to wear nnd for the lava- 
lavas which the native men wore to 
tne mission churches.

the discovery of phosphate.

According to geologists, Nnuni, like 


Aphrodite, rose dripping from the sea 
ages ago.
